ENGLAND AND WALES. 

The figures in this Quarterly Return are based upou the BIRTHS 
and DEATHS registered in the 1,941 registration sub-districts of. 
England and Wales in the three months ended 3st March, 
1919; and the MARRIAGES in 16,094 churches or chapels, in 17, 280 
registered places of worship anconnected with the Established 
Church, and in 634 Superintendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three 
months ended 31st December, 1918. 

The births registered during the three months ended 31st 
March, 1919, numbered 144,920 and the deaths 191,922; the 
number. of persons married during the three months ended 3lst 
December, 1918, was 150,108.

Marriages. 

The number of persons married during the fourth quarter of 
1918 showed a decrease of 7,842 over the number in the pre- 
ceding quarter, but was 1,126 greater than that in the fourth quarter 
of 1917. The number of persons married during the fowrth quarter 
of 1918 corresponds to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000 total 
population in that year. 7 

Births, 

The births registered in the first quarter of 1919 were 16,855 
fewer than in the preceding quarter, and 17,388 fewer than in the 
first quarter of 1918. 

Of the 144,920 births, 9,967 (or 422 more than the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1918) were illegitimate; the distribu- 
tion of the illegitimate births among the several registration 
counties is shown in Table IVa. : < 

The births of males numbered 74,548 and those of females 
70,372. Male births were in proportion to female births as 1,059 to 
1,000, the average proportion in the ten preceding first quarters 
being 1,040. : 

The 144,920 births registered during the quarter correspond to 
an annual rate of 15°6 per 1,000 total population in 1917.* 


Natural Increase of Population. 

Last quarter, for the second time since the establishment of civil 
registration, the registered deaths exceeded the births, the natural 
decrease of population by excess of deaths over births being 47,002, 
against natural increases by excess of births over deaths of 51,982, 
14,810, and 24,303 in the first quarters of 1916, 1917, and 1918, 
respectively. 

Deaths. 

The deaths registered in England and Wales last quarter were 
49,296 fewer than in the preceding quarter, and 53,917 more than 
in the first quarter of 1918. | 

The 191,922 registered deaths included 97,621 of males and 
94,301 of females. 

The civilian death-rate for the quarter cannot be stated at 
present, the number of non-civilian deaths included in the total of 
191,922 being as yet unknown. The civilan death-rate in the 
whole group of 244 towns dealt with in Table IL. which comprises 
62 per cent. of the population of England and Wales was, however, 
22°5 per 1,000; and during recent quarters the rate in this group 
of towns has corresponded closely to that in the country as a 
whole. Influenza was stated to be either a primary or a contri- 
butory cause of death in no fewer than 37,697, or nearly 20 per cent. 
of the total deaths registered last quarter. 





* The estimates of population refer to the year 1917, and are based (1) for 
England and Wales as a whole on returns of births, deaths, migration, enlistment, &c. 
applied to the population enumerated in 1911, and (2) for separate localities on the 
returns furnished under the National Registration Act, 1915, and under the scheme 
for rationing of sugar. It is necessary for the present to continue the use of the 
estimates of population as in 1917, because those for 1918, although they might now 
be used, would necessarily differ more from the facts of the present time than the 
earlier estimates. The main change which occurred between mid-1917 and mid-1918 
was further depletion of the male civilian population by enlistment, and as this 
has now been more than made good by demobilisation, it follows that the 1917 
estimates, though they understate the present population, do so to a less extent than 
would those for 1918. The error, which cannot as yet be measured numerically, is 
doubtless so great as to prevent the rates shown from forming more than‘a measure 
of comparative mortalities. 
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Infant Mortality. 


Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under 
one year of age to registered births, was equal to 149 per 1,000, 
being 81 per 1,000 above the average in the ten preceding first 
quarters, 

Urban Mortality. 


Table ILI. shows the birth-rates, the death-rates from all causes, 
from the principal epidemic diseases, and from violence, and the 
infant mortality, together with the proportion of inquest cases, of 
uncertified deaths, and of deaths in public institutions among the 
civilian population during the last five quarters in the 96 great 
towns, in the 148 smaller towns, and in the whole of Hngland and 
Wales. The numbers of deaths from influenza last quarter in the | 
registration counties and the several 244 towns are shown in Tables 
IV., V., and VII., and the death-rates in the 96 great towns in 
Table VI. 

The highest death-rates per 1,000 from the several epidemic 
diseases ainong the 96 great towns last quarter, as shown by 
Table VI., were as follows:—from enteric fever, 0°09 Great 
Yarmouth and in Oldham, 0°12 in Blackpool and 0°17 in Barnsley ; 
from measles, 0°85 in Sheffield, 2°52 in Middlesbrough, and 2°54 in 
Rotherham; from scarleé fever, 0°23 in Warrington, 0°27 in 
St. Helens, 0°45 in West Hartlepool, and 0°57 in Birkenhead ; 
from whooping-cough, 0°48 in Bristol, 0°57 in Rhondda, 0°62 in 
Dudley, 0°70 in Great Yarmouth, and 0°91 in Stoke-on-Trent; and 
from diphtheria, 0°32 in Bolton, 0°34 in Middlesbrough, 0°36 in 
Tottenham, and 0°53 in Great Yarmouth and in St. Helens; and 
from inflwenza, 8°5 in Southport, 8°6 in Bradford, 8-7 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 9°2 in Barnsley, 9°4 in Bury, and 9°6 in Wakefield. The 
highest death-rates per 1,000 births from diarrhea and enteritis 
among children under 2 years of age were 14°12 in Merthyr 
‘Tydfil, 14°60 in Rochdale, 17°09 in Barnsley, 17°74 in Oldham, 
21:36 in Salford, and 28°23 in Middlesbrough. 


UNITED KINGDOM. 

In the United Kingdom 206,358 births and 296,488 deaths were 
vegistered in the three months ended 3lst December, 1918. The 
natural decrease of population was, therefore, 90,180. The number 
of persons married in the United Kingdom during the quarter was 
(78,108. 

For facts, in detail, concerning Scotland and Ireland reference 
should be made to the Quarterly Returns of the Registrars-General 
of those parts of the United Kingdom. 


COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured with returns of vital 
statistics by the authorities of certain Colonial and Foreign Cities. 
From these a summary has been constructed for the 13 weeks 
ended 29th March, 1919 (Table XIII). A column showing the 
death-rate from influenza has been inserted in this table. 

RETURNS OF NOTIFIED CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 

At the request of the Local Government Board, and of the 
London County Council, and on their responsibility with respect 
to accuracy, tables have been inserted,.in continuation of those 
published in previous returns, showing the numbers of cases of 
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infectious sickness among the civilian population notified, under Act. 
of Parliament, to the Sanitary Authorities of certain of the largest 
towns in Hngland and Wales, during the 13 weeks ended 29th 
March, 1919 (see pages 20-25); and in the two following tables 
these numbers have been reduced to rates per 1,000 of the several 
estimated civilian populations in 1917 (see pages 26-31). 


METEOROLOGY.* 


Janwary. 


January was a dull, wet month, with wintry conditions 
prevailing in the opening days and during the last week, but 
mild in the interval. _The mildest period was about the 14th, and 
the lowest temperatures of the month were experienced at its 
close. Hail was very frequent, and was reported in some part or 
other of the country on most days, and on every day during the 
last week. Snow also was very general in the Midlands and 
northern counties of Hngland during the early days of the month, 
and lay on the ground for some time, but its depth locally varied 
considerably. The damage caused by the snow to telegraph 
and telephone wires was serious and extensive. As a result of 
melting snow and heavy rains widespread floods subsequently 
occurred in many parts of the country. 

Temperature.t-—The District values were in all cases below 

the normal, and the deficit varied from 0°4a in the 
| Hast. and South-East to 0°7a in the North-Hast and 
1007-310.

A notable feature of the month’s weather was the persistence 
of winds from points between North-Hast and South-Hast, and the 
infrequency of those from the West and South-West. From the 
8th to the 15th, under the influence of an anticyclone, which came 
from the eastward, the weather was very cold, with a very severe frost, 
the latter beimg especially intense in the eastern parts of England. 
This week, however, accounted for a large proportion of the month’s 
total sunshine. Many of the coast stations had more than 50 per 
cent. of the possible sunshine during this week, Aberystwyth having 
as much as 61 per cent., and St. Leonards 64 per cent.; but there 
was much fog during the nights and mornings. On the 16th the 
cold and frost were replaced by a higher temperature and milder 
winds, and at many places there was very heavy rain. There- 
after to the end of th2 month the weather was generally dull, 
unsettled, and rainy. 


Temperature.—The mean temperature of the month was below 
the normal in all Districts, the deficiency ranging from 2°5a in the 
Midlands to 1°7a in England North-Hast and South-East. This 
deficiency was largely due to the cold weather during the week 
ended on the loth. Very generally, the 9th was the coldest day of 
the month, the lowest of the minima being 256a at Woburn. The 
maximum temperature was 286a at Killerton (Exeter) and Paignton 


on the 20th. 


Precipitation.—TVhe precipitation totals for the month were very 
varied.’ In England Hast, for example, there was an excess ‘of 
26 mm., but in England North-West there was a shortage of 36 mm. 
At some of the stations in Devonshire the month’s total rainfall 
was very excessive, the percentages of the normal at Teignmouth, 
Plymouth, and Ashburton being 282, 216, and 191 respectively, 
the excesses being 120°mm., 86 mm., and 109 mm. 


Sunshine.—In all Districts the mean daily amount of sunshine 
was below the normal, the deficiency ranging from 0°70 hour per 
day in England North-East to 0°08 hour in England North-West. 
The sunniest District was the South-West with 2°47 hour per day, 
and the least sunny the Midlands with 1°80 hour. 


March. 


Except for brief warm spells round about the 2nd and 10th, the 
weather during March was of a dull, wet, cold, and wintry character. 
From the 16th to 18th the type of weather was anticyclonic; but, 
during the rest of the month the atmospheric conditions over 
the British Isles were very largely dominated by cyclonic depres- 
sions which followed one another in rapid succession. As a result, 
there was frequent and general precipitation in the form of rain, 
sleet, snow, and hail, the latter phenomenon being especially 
frequent at some of the more northern stations. During the last 
half cf the month snow fell on most days, and ground frosts were 
common. 

Temperature—The mean monthly temperature was below the 
normal in all districts, the deficiency ranging from 1:9a in England 
North-West to 0°8a in England South-East. At the individual 
stations the lowest temperature recorded was 262a at Chopwellwood, 
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Durham, on the 4th, and the highest 288a on the 2nd at Bath and 
on the 10th at Malmesbury. On the 11th at some of the stations 
in the South of England the minimum temperature did not fall 
below 283a. 


Precipitation.—In all Districts the total rainfall for the month 
was ahead of the normal, the excess varying from 63 mm. in the 
Midlands to 12 mm. in England Hast.. At some of the individual 
stations the months’ rainfall was unusually heavy. At Liverpool, 
for instance, where 125 mm. were recorded, the month was by far 
the wettest March shown by records extending back to 1886... At 
Belper and Southport it was the wettest March during forty-three 
and fifty-seven years respectively. 


Sunshine.—Except in England South-West, which had _ its 
normal amount, all Districts had a deficiency of sunshine, the 
shortage ranging from 0°98 hour per day in England North-East 
to 0°36 hour in the Midlands. The sunniest District was England 
South-West with 3°96 hour per day, and the least sunny England 
North-East with 2°89 hour. 
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THE QUARTER. 


In all Districts the mean temperature of the quarter was below 
the normal, the. deficiency ranging from 1:6a in the Midlands to. 
1:0a in England South-East.» The total precipitation for the 
quarter was above the normal in all districts. In the Midlands.

in England.North-Hast 154, and in England East and South-West 
153. In the last named District there was an excess of 129 mm. 
Except in England South-West, which was normal, the mean daily 
amount of sunshine was below the normal, the shortage ranging 
from 0°8 hour per day in England East ho Ord heuay ts Kngland 
North-West.

ENGLAND AND WALES. 

\ The figures in this Quarterly Return are based upon the BIRTHS 
and DEATHS registered in the 1,938 registration sub-districts of 
England and Wales in the three months ended 30th June, 
1919; and the MARRIAGES in 16,102 churches or chapels, in 17,344 
registered places of worship unconnected with the Hstablished 
Church, and in 634 Superintendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three 
months ended 31st March, 1919. 

The births registered during the three months ended 30th 
June, 1919, numbered 148,824 and the deaths 108,460; the 
number of persons married during the three months ended 3lst 


March. 1919, was 120,276.

a, Marriages. 


The number of persons married during the first quarter of 
1919 showed a decrease of 29,832 from the number in the pre- 
ceding quarter, and was 11,040 less than that in the first quarter 
of 1918. The number of persons married during the first quarter 
of 1919 corresponds to an annual rate of 13°0 per 1,000 total 
population in 1917. 

Births. 

The births registered in the second quarter of 1919 were 3,904 
more than in the preceding quarter, but 21,415 fewer than in the 
second quarter of 1918. 

Ot the 148,824 births, 9,931 (or 484 less thai the number in 
the corresponding quarter ‘of 1918) were illegitimate ; the distribu- 
tion of the illegitimate births among the several registration 
counties is shown in T'able IVa. 

The births of males numbered 76,312 and those of females 
72,512. Male births were in proportion to female births as 1,052 to 
1 000, the average proportion in the ten pr eceding second quarters 
being 1,089. 

The 148 824 births registered during the quarter correspond to 
an annual rate of 15-9 per 1,000 total population in 1917. 


Natural Encrease of Population. 


The natural increase of population in England and Wales last 
quarter by excess of births over deaths was 40,364, against $2,472, 
45,701, and 51,689 in the second quarters of 1916, 19%2, and 1918, 
respectively. 

Deaths. 

The deaths registered in England and Wales last quarter were 
83,462 fewer than in the preceding quarter, and 10,090 fewer than 
in the second quarter of 1918. 

The 108,460 registered deaths included 55,654 of males and 
52,806 of females. 

The civilian death-rate for the quarter cannot be stated at 
present, the number of non-civilian deaths included in the total of 
108,460 being as yet unknown. ‘The civilan death-rate in the 
whole group of 244 towns dealt with in Table III. which comprises 
62 per cent. of the population of England and Wales was, however, 
12°3 per 1,000; and during recent quarters the rate in this group 
of towns has corresponded closely to that in the country as a 
whole. Influenza was stated to be either a primary or a contri- 
butory cause of death in 5,080, or less than 5 per cent. of the total 
deaths registered last quarter, the number in the preceding quarter 
having been 37,697, or nearly 20 per cent. of the total deaths. 
Fourteen deaths from small-pox were registered in England and 
Wales during the quarter—one of a missionary from Calcutta (in 
Plymouth) and another of a soldier. Of the 12 others, two belonged 
to the Borough of Gravesend, and one each to Islington, Stepney, 
Croydon, Southampton, and Cowes, one to Amersham rural district, 
two to the Borough of Bury St. Edmunds, one to Pontefract, and 
one to Darlington. 


Infant Mortality. 


Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under 
one year of age to registered births, was equal to 80 per 1,000, 
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being 9 per 1,000 below the average in the ten preceding second 
quarters. 


Urban Mortality. 


Table ILI. shows the birth-rates, the death-rates from all causes, 
from the principal epidemic diseases, and from violence, and the 
infant mortality, together with the proportion of inquest cases, of 
uncertified deaths, and of deaths in public institutions among the 
civilian population during the last five quarters in the 96 great 
towns, in the 148 smaller towns, and in the whole of England and 
Wales. The numbers of deaths from influenza last quarter in the 
registration counties and the several 244 towns are shown in Tables 
JV., V., and VII., and the death-rates in the 96 great towns in 
Table VI. 

The highest death-rates per 1,000 from the several epidemic 
diseases among the 96 great towns last quarter, as shown by 
Table VI., were as follows :—from enteric fever, 0°23 in Dewsbury ; 
from measles, 0°60 in Sheffield, 0°63 in Stockton-on-Tees, 0°84 in 
West Bromwich, 3°47 in Rotherham, and 4°10 in Middlesbrough ; 
from scarlet fever, 0°19 in West Hartlepool, 0°23 in Cambridge, 
0°30 in Birkenhead, and 0°35 in Stockton-on-Tees ; from whooping- 
cough, 0°25 in Barnsley, 0°26 in Burnley, 0°28 in Cardiff, 0°29 in 
Rhondda, 0°31 in Dudley, 0°54 in Hull, and 0°76 in Stoke-on- 
Trent ; from diphtheria, 0:28 in Tynemouth, 0°29 in Croydon, 0°30 
in Liverpool, 0°35 in Bootle, and 0°37 in Middlesbrough ; and from 
influenza, 1°19 in Darlington, 1-27 in Rhondda, 1°32 in Great 
Yarmouth and in Exeter, and 2°10 in Merthyr Tydfil. The highest 
death-rates per 1,000 births from diarrhea and enteritis among 
children under 2 years of age were 12°05 in Rotherham, 12°55 in 
Acton, 12°72 in Rhondda, 15°08 in Great Yarmouth, and 22:01 in 
Stockton-on-Tees. 


UNITED KINGDOM. 

In the United Kingdom 189,369 births and 249,007 deaths were 
registered in the three months ended 3lst March, 1919. The 
natural decrease of population was, therefore, 59,638. ‘The number 
of persons married in the United Kingdom during the quarter was 
150,710. 

For facts, in detail, concerning Scotland and Ireland reference 
should be made to the Quarterly Returns of the Registrars-General 
of those parts of the United Kingdom. 


COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured with returns of vital 
statistics by the authorities of certain Colonial and Foreign Cities. 
From these a summary has been constructed for the 13 weeks 
ended 28th June, 1919 (Table XIII). A column showing the 
death-rate from influenza has been inserted in this table. 

Statistics for the 18 weeks ended 29th March, 1919, are also 
given in this table for some cities for which information was not 
available at the time of publication of the appropriate Quarterly 
Return. 

RETURNS OF NOTIFIED CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 

At the request of the Local Government Board and of the 
London County Council, and on their responsibility with respect 
to accuracy, tables have been inserted, in continuation of those 
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published in previous returns, showing the numbers of cases of 
infectious sickness among the civilian population notified, under Act 
of Parliament, to the Sanitary Authorities of certain of the largest 
towns in England and Wales, during the 13 weeks ended 28th 
June, 1919 (see pages 20-25); and in the two following tables 
these numbers have been reduced to rates per 1,000 of the several 
estimated civilian populations in 1917 (see pages 26-31). 


METEOROLOGY .* 
April. 


During the greater part of its career the month was true to ‘ties 
and very generally the weather was changeable and unsettled. 
Showers of rain and hail were frequent, and only on:the 18th and 
19th was there any really warm weather, the rest of the month 
being unseasonably cold. An outstanding event was the remarkable 
snow-storm of the 27th and 28th, accompanying a secondary 
depression which passed southwards across England. In London 
and its neighbourhood the snow lay to a depth of 20 cm., but a 
marked feature of this heavy snowfall was the rapidity with which 
it disappeared. Thunder and lightning occurred in parts of 
England between the 8th and loth, and also in somé of the southern 
counties on the 26th. 

Temperature.t—Except in England North-Hast, where there 

was an excess of 0°3a, the temperature was below 

| the normal in all Districts, the deficiency ranging 
1007-310 from 0:8a in the Midlands and in England North-

being 0°20 hour in England South-West. 


May. 


During the greater of the month the weather over the British 
Isles was largely dominated by anticyclonic systems to the North 
and Hast, with a preponderance of winds from points between South 
and Hast, the depressions which had an influence on the weather 
conditions affecting only the western and south-western coasts. As 
a result there was a notable shortage of rain, a large number of 
stations in the eastern and ‘south-eastern parts of England 
experiencing an absolute drought, which at several places persisted 
from the 2nd, 3rd, or 4th, to the 31st, or even to 4th June, many of 
the monthly totals being the smallest ever recorded in May. At 
many of the coast stations fog and mist were unusually prevalent, 
but at the inland stations the sunshine was abundant. ‘sround 
frosts were rare, and gales infrequent. 

Temperature—The mean monthly temperature was above the 
normal in all Districts, the excess ranging from 2°8a in England 
North-West to 1°7a in Hngland South-West. At the individual 
stations the highest reading recorded was 301la at Kensington Palace 
and Raunds (Northants) on the 23rd, and the lowest 27la at 
Chopwellwood (Durham) on the 30th. 


Precipitation.—As a result of the prolonged eae the total 
rainfall for the month was below the normal in all Districts, the 
shortage varying from 34 mm. in England South-Hast to 26 mm. 
in England North-West. Some of the individual station totals 
were notable, the following being some of the lowest: Sevenoaks, 
2mm. (lowest i in May during 36 years); Worthing, 4 mm. (lowest 
during 49 years); Margate, 5 mm. (lowest during 54 vent and 
Cambridge, 6 mm. (lowest during 54 years). 


Sunshine.—Except in England South-West, where ohare was a 
shortage of 0°26 hour, the mean daily amount of sunshine was 
above the normal, the excess ranging from 2°13 hour in England 
East to 1°09 hour in England North-West. The sunniest District 
was England East with 8°78 hour per day, and the least sunny 
England South-West with 6°32 hour. 


June. 


Until about the 19th the month was of a seasonable character 
with many hot days, the sunshine during the second and third 


_ weeks being abundant. After the 19th, however, there was a 


great decrease in the temperature, the weather of the closing week 
being very inclement for the time of year, and during this period 
the thermometer on some days at several stations did not rise 
above 284a, the maximum at Buxton on the 30th being only 282a. 
At some of the stations the drought which commenced during the 
early days of May continued unbroken until the 19th of June. 
Thunder was frequently reported, the thunderstorms of the Ist, 
10th, 12th, and 21st being experienced over a wide area. Fog was 
very prevalent at some of the coast stations, but gales were 
infrequent. 


Temperature—In England South-West the mean monthly 
temperature was exactly normal, but in all other Districts it was 


vl 


above the normal, the excess ranging from 1:0a in England North- 
Hast to 0‘la in Hngland South-Hast and North-West. On the 7th 
and 11th maximum temperatures as high as 302a were registered 
at several stations, the lowest reading of the month being 272a at 
Wokingham on the 4th. 


Precipitation.—The rainfall of thel month was below the normal 
in all Districts, the shortage varying from 29 mm. in the Midlands 
to 16 mm. in England East. At some of the stations a large pro- 
portion of the month’s total rainfall was largely accounted for by a 
heavy downpour which accompanied a thunderstorm on the 12th, 
as much as 47 mm. being recorded on this day at Beddgelert and 
34 mm. at Aberystwyth. 


Sunshine-—Except in England North-East, where there was a 
shortage of 0°31 hour, the mean daily amount of sunshine was 
ahead ot the normal, the excess ranging from 0°60 hour in 
England Hast to 0:06 hour in England North-West. In England 
East the daily mean was 7°46 hours, but only 5°89 hours in 
England North-East. 


THE QUARTER. 


The mean temperature of the quarter was above the normal in 
all Districts, the excess varying from 1-la in England North- 
Hast to 0°2a in England South-West. On the other hand the 
raintall was below the normal, the deficiency in England South- | 
West being 58 mm. and 29 mm.in England Hast. In England 
North-East the percentage of the normal was only 61, in the 
Midlands 64, and in England South-West 67. In Eng land Northe 
East the mean daily amount of sunshine was exactly normal, but 
in Hngland South-West there was a small deficiency of 0°2 hour. 
In the other Districts there was a slight excess amounting to 
0:4 hour in England East, 0°2 hour in the Midlands and England 
South-Hast, and 0-1 hour in England North-West. ,

ENGLAND AND WALES. 

The figures in this Quarterly Return are based upon the BIRTHS 
and DEATHS registered in the 1,936 registration sub-districts of 
England and Wales in the three months ended 30th September, 
1919; and the MARRIAGES in 16,104 churches or chapels, in 17,488 
registered places of worship unconnected with the Established 
Church, and in 634 Superintendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three 
‘months ‘ended 30th J une, 1919. 

The births registered during the three months ended 50th 
September, 1919, numbered 175,367 and the deaths 89,112; the 
number of persons married during the three months ended 30th 
June, 1919, was 202,142. 


Marriages. 

The nseaher of persons married during the second quarter of 
1919 showed. an increase of 81,866 over the number in the preceding 
quarter, and was 67,902 more than that in the second quarter of 
1918. The number of persons married during the second quarter

Births. 


The births registered in the third quarter of 1919 were 26,543 
nore than in the preceding quarter, and 6,916 more than in the 
third quarter of 1918. 

Of the 175,367 births, 11,166 (or 340 more than the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1918) were illegitimate ; the distribu- 
tion of the illegitimate births among the several registration 
counties is shown in Table IVa. | 

The births of males numbered 90,161 and those of females 
85,206. Male births were in proportion to female births as 1,058 to 
1,000, the average proportion in the ten preceding third quarters 
being 1,041. 

The 175,367 births registered during the quarter correspond to 
an annual rate of 18°5 per 1,000 total population in 1917. 


Natural Increase of Population. 


The natural increase of population in England and Wales last 
quarter by excess of births over deaths was 86,255, against 95,872, 
67,966, and 54,233 in the third quarters of 1916, 1917, and 1918, 
respectively. 

Deaths. 

The deaths registered in England and Wales last quarter were 
19,343 fewer than in the preceding quarter, and 25,106 fewer than 
in the third quarter of 1918. 

The 89,112 registered ‘deaths included 46,231 of males and 
42,881 of females. 

The civilian death-rate for the quarter cannot be stated at 
present, the number of non-civilian deaths included in the total of 
89,112 being as yet unknowa. ‘The civilian death-rate in the 
whole group of 244 towns dealt with in Table III. which comprises 
62 per cent. of the population of England and Wales was, however, 
10°1 per 1,000; and during recent quarters the rate in this group 
of towns has corresponded closely to that in the country as a 
whole. Seven deaths from small-pox were registered in England 
and Wales during the quarter; two belonged to the Metropolitan 
Borough of Woolwich and one to Stepney,t one each to the County 
Boroughs of Liverpool, Manchester, and Wolverhampton, and one 
to the Urban District of Beccles. 


“Infant Mortality. 


Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under 
one year of age to registered births, was equal to 70 per 1,000, 
being 34 per 1,000 below the average in the ten preceding third 
quarters, and the lowest recorded rate for any quarter of the year. 


Urban Mortality.

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infant mortality, together with the proportion of inquest cases, of 
uncertified deaths, and of deaths in public institutions among the 
civilian population during the last five quarters in the 96 great 
towns, in the 148 smaller towns, and in the whole of England and 
Wales. The numbers of deaths from influenza last quarter in the 
several 244 towns are shown in Tables V. and VII., and the death- 
rates in the 96 great towns in Table VI. 

The highest death-rates per 1,000 from the several epidemic 
diseases among the 96 great towns last quarter,as shown by Table VL., 
were as follows :—from enteric fever, 0°07 in Acton, Bath, Darlington, 
and Stockton-on-Tees, and 0°08 in Exeter; from measles, 0°41 in 
Sonth Shields, 0°48 in West Bromwich, 0°84 in Barnsley and in 
Tynemouth, 0°86 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 0°94 in Gateshead ; 
from scarleé fever, 0°19 in Wigan and in West Hartlepool, 0°26 in 
Cardiff, and 0°32 in Edmonton; from whooping-cough, 0°18 in 
Great Yarmouth and in Norwich, 0°24 in Grimsby, and 0:28 in 
Tynemouth; from diphtheria, 0°25 in West Ham and in Leyton, 
0°26 in Norwich, 0°28 in Hast Ham and in Southampton, 0°30 in 
Oxford and in Grimsby, and 0°39 in Bolton; and from influenza, 
0-21 in Stockton-on-Tees and in Rhondda, 0°30 in West Bromwich, 
0°33 in Barnsley, and 0°39 in West Hartlepool. The highest 
death-rates per 1,000 births from diarrhea and enteritis among 
children under 2 years of age were 41°34 in Walsall, 42°09 in 
South Shields, 44°57 in Wigan, 45°26 in Bootle, 47°24 in Darlington, 
47°77 in Middlesbrough, and 48:'98 in Preston. 

In accordance with precedent special tables relating to summer 
mortality from diarrhoea and enteritis have been inserted in the 
present return (Tables XII. and XIIT.). 


UNITED KINGDOM. 
In the United Kingdom 196,191 births and 145,912 deaths were 
registered in the three months ended 30th June, 1919. The 
natural increase of population was, therefore, 50,279. The number 
of persons married in the United Kingdom during the quarter was 
238,618. 


For facts, in detail, concerning Scotland and Ireland reference 
should be made to the Quarterly Returns of the Registrars-General 
of those parts of the United Kingdom. 


COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured with returns of vital 
statistics by the authorities of certain Colonial and Foreign Cities. 
From these a summary has been constructed for the 138 weeks 
ended 27th September, 1919 (Table XV.). A column showing the 
death-rate from influenza has been inserted in this table. 

Statistics for the 13 weeks ended 28th June, 1919, are also 
given in this table for some cities for which information was not 
available at the time of publication of the appropriate Quarterly 


Return. 


RETURNS OF NOTIFIED CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 
At the request of the Ministry of Health and of the 
London County Council, and on their responsibility with respect 
to accuracy, tables have been inserted, in continuation of those 
published in previous returns, showing the numbers of cases of 
infectious sickness among the civilian population notified, under Act 
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of Parliament, to the Sanitary Authorities of certain of the largest 
towns in England and Wales, during the 13 weeks ended 27th 
September, 1919 (see pages 20-25); and in the two following tables 
these numbers have been reduced to rates per 1,000 of the several 
estimated civilian populations in 1917 (see pages 26-31). 


METEOROLOGY .* 


July. 


At the beginning of the month the weather was, in some respects, 
a continuation of that which characterised the closing days of June, 
which were very inclement for the time of year. The only warm 
days were between the 9th and llth, between the 16th and the 
20th, about the 25th, and at the close of the month. Throughout 
almost the entire month the weather map showed an anticyclone 
to the West or South-West of the British Isles, with depressions 
moving over the North Sea, conditions favourable for winds 
between North-Kast and North-West. The wind was, however, of 
low speed on most days, and gales were rare. 


Temperatyure.t-—The mean monthly temperature was below the 
normal in all Districts, the deficiency of warmth 


0- ranging from 2°2a in England East to 0°8a in 
1007-310 England South-West. The maxima at individual 
90 stations were nearly everywhere lower than those 


for June; the highest was 300a at Worksop (Notts) 
80+300 on the llth. The lowest of the minima which, in 


most cases, were higher than those for June, was 


70 273a at Wokingham (Berks) on the 21st. 
60 290 Precipttation.—Except in England East, which 
’ had an excess of 7mm., and in the Midlands with an 
BO excess of 6 mm., the total rainfall for the month was 
92309 below the normal. The shortage was as much as 
40 40 mm. in England North-West. Many stations 


registered a heavy fall of rain on the 19th, which 
50 270 amounted to 47 mm. at Cheltenham and to 63 mm. 
. at Over Court, North of Bristol. 


Sunshine—The mean daily amount of sunshine 
10-9609 was nearly 7 hrs. in England South-West but less 
than 4 hrs. in England East, the departures from the 
normal varying from about $hr. per day in England | 
Temperature South-West to 3 hrs. in England South-Hast. 
Scales. 
August. 

The first three days of the month were dull, unsettled, and 
showery, conditions which at some of the coastal stations were 
associated with much fog and mist. Thereafter, until about the 
19th, the type of weather was distinctly anticyclonic, and for about

degree 255a = 0° F., 273a = 32° F., 280a = 45° F., 300a = 81° F., and 310a = 99° F 
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two weeks it was continuously fine, sunny, and warm; but, from 
about the 20th to the close of the month, the weather very generally 
was unsettled, cool, and rainy. A. conspicuous feature of the month 
was the scarcity of thunderstorms, quite a number of stations 
reporting none, while many others had only one. Gales were rare, 
none of those recorded being of a general character. 


Temperature—Some warm days during the first part of the 
month were nearly balanced by some cold ones during the latter 
part, so that the mean for the month in most districts did not 
differ very largely from the normal. The departures ranged from 
+1:la in the Midlands and in England South-West to +-0:2a 
in England North-West. The highest reading recorded was 304a at 
Woking on the Yth and 10th, and the lowest, 272a, at Mayfield 
(Staffs.) on the 31st. It is noteworthy that at Yarmouth, on 
the usually bracing East Coast, the maximum went as high as 
502a, but in the West, at Aberystwyth and Pembroke, it was 
never above 295a. 


Precuprtation.—Very generally the month’s total rainfall was 
largely accounted for by the last ten days, during which period 
there were many cases of more than 25mm. being recorded in a 
day. ‘The monthly totals were very varied, and the departures 
from the normal ranged from + 4mm. in England East to — 5mm. 
in England North-West. 


Sunshine.—The mean daily amount of sunshine was above 
the normal in all districts, the excess being more than an hour 
per day in England South-East, but very small in England 
North-West. The sunniest district was England South-Hast 
(7°70 hr.) and the least sunny England North-West (5°28 hr.) 


September. 


As a whole the weather of the month was fine, dry and quiet, 
and although somewhat variable it was, as a rule, of a typical 
September character. During the first few days there was much 
cloud and an absence of sunshine, but by about the 6th the outlook 
became. brighter, an improvement which was followed by an 
unusually hot spell on the Jith, many stations on this day 
recording maxima of 800a and above, this in many instances 
being the hottest day of the year. After this, however, the 
temperature decreased very rapidly, and on the 19th minima 
below 273a were recorded, and thereafter the temperature was low 
for the time of year, the 29th very commonly being the coldest 
day of the month. There were no gales of a general character 
during the month, and thunderstorms, although reported on several 
days, were on no occasion very extensive. Fog, mist, and haze, 
with heavy dew on some days, were fairly frequent, and on the 
20th snow fell slightly in places. 


Temperature—The mean monthly temperature was exactly the 
normal in England South-East aud 0°2a above in England North- 
East and East. in the Midlands and in England North-West the 
deficiency was 0'la and 0°2a in England South-West. At the 
individual stations the highest temperature recorded was 305a at 
Raunds (Northants) on the llth, and the lowest, 269a, at’ Porton 
(Wilts), and Wokingham (Berks) on the 29th. , 
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Precipitation.—The total precipitation for the month was below 
the normal in all Districts, the deficiency ranging from 28 mm. in 
England East to 7 mm. in the the Midlands and in England North- 
East and North-West. On the Ist there was a downpour of 44 mm. 
at’ Holyhead and 92 mm. at Beddgelert, big floods being experienced 
at the latter station. 


Sunshine.—Except in England South-West, where there was a 
very slight deficiency, the mean daily amount of sunshine was 
above the normal in all Districts, the excess ranging up to nearly 
1 hr. per day. The sunniest District was England South-Hast 
(5°69 hr. per day), and the least sunny the Midlands (4°67 hr. 
per day). 


THE QUARTER. 


In England South-West the mean temperature of the quarter 
was exactly equal to the normal, but in all other Districts it was 
below, the deficiency of warmth varying from 0-5a in England 
East to 0°2a in England North-East and in the Midlands. The 
total precipitation for the quarter was below the normal in all 
districts, the shortage ranging from 1 mm. in the Midlands to as 
much as 49 mm. in England North-West and 58 mm. in England 
South-West, the former District having only 79 per cent. of the 
normal and the latter 75. In England North-West the mean daily 
amount of sunshine was exactly normal, and in England South- 
‘West there was an excess of 0°4 hr. per day. Al] other Districts 
had a deficiency varying from 0-2 hr. in England Nortb-Hast and 
the Midlands to 0°5 hr. in England Hast.

ENGLAND AND WALES. 


The figures in this Quarterly Return are based upon the BIRTHS 
and DEATHS registered in the 1,932 registration sub-districts of 
England and Wales in the three months ended 31st December, 
1919; and the MARRIAGES in 16,106 churches or chapels, in 17,508 
registered places of worship unconnected with the Hstablished 
Church, and in 634 Superintendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three 
months ended 30th September, 1919. 

The births registered during the three months ended 31st 
December, 1919, numbered 223,569 and the deaths 114,760; the 
number of persons married during the three months ended 30th 
September, 1919, was 212,394.

Marriages. 

The number of persons married during the third quarter of 
1919 showed an increase of 10,252 over the number in the preceding 
quarter, and was 54,444 more than that in the third quarter of 
1918; it is the highest quarterly number recorded and corresponds 
to an annual rate of 22°4 per 1,000 total population in 1917.* 

Births. 

The births registered in the fourth quarter of 1919 were 48,202 
more than in the preceding quarter, and 61,794 more than in the 
fourth quarter of 1918; it was the highest number recorded in any 
fourth quarter since 1906. 

Of the 223,569 births, 10,219 (or 148 less than the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1918) were illegitimate ; the distribu- 
tion of the illegitimate births among the several registration 
counties is shown in Table IVa. 

The births of males numbered 115,419 and those of females 
108,150. Male births were in proportion to female births as 1,067 
to 1,000, the average proportion in the ten preceding fourth quarters 
being 1,040. 

The 223,569 births registered during the quarter correspond to 
an annual rate of 23:6 per 1,000 total population in 1917. 

Natural Increase of Population. 

The natural increase of population in England and Wales last 
quarter by excess of births over deaths was 108,809, against 
46,977 and 40,947, in the fourth quarters of 1916 and 1917, and a — 
natural decrease of 79,443 in the fourth quarter of 1918. This

The deaths registered in England and Wales last quarter were 
25,648 more than in the preceding quarter, but 126,455 fewer than

1,000 civilian population in 1917. 

Infant Mortality. 

Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under» 
one. year of age to registered births, was equal to 71 per 1,000, 
being 87 per 1,000 below the average in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters, and the lowest recorded rate for any fourth quarter of the 
year. 

Urban Mortality. 

Table ILL. shows the birth-rates, the death-rates from all causes, 
from the principal epidemic diseases, and from violence, and the 
infant mortality, together with the proportion of inquest cases, of 





* The estimated population in 1917 was provisionally adopted for 1919 as repre- 
senting more nearly than the estimate for 1918 the conditions prevailing in 1919. 
In order to avoid undue delay in the publication of this return the estimates of the 
popnlation as in 1917 were used for calculating the quarterly rates and these are, 
therefore, comparable with the rates already published for the first three-quarters of 
the year. Estimates of the population in the middle of 1919 have now been made, 
the population for the calculation of marriage- and birth-rates being 37,494,000, and 
that for the civilian death-rate 35,993,000.

UNITED KINGDOM. 

In the Ce Kingdom 222,178 births and 116,211 deaths were 
registered in the three months ended 30th September, 1919. The 
natural increase of population was, therefore, 105,967. The number 
of persons married in the United Kingdom during the quarter was 
251,418.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured with returns of vital 
statistics by the authorities of certain Colonial and Foreign Cities. 
From these a summary has been constructed for the. 14 weeks 
ended 3rd January, 1920 (Table XIII.). A column showing the 
death-rate from influenza has been inserted in this table. 

Statistics for the 15 weeks ended 27th September, 1919, are also 
given in this table for some cities for which information was not 
available at the time of publication of the appropriate Quarterly 
Return. 

RETURNS OF NOTIFIED CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 

At the request of the Ministry of Health and of. the 
London County Council, and on their responsibility with respect 
to accuracy, tables have been inserted, in continuation of those 
published in previous returns, showing the numbers of cases of 
infectious sickness among the civilian population notified, under Act

Temperature.—The mean monthly temperature was below the 
normal in all Districts, the deficiency ranging from 3°3a in England 
South-West to 2°8a ih the Midlands. This deficiency was largely . 
due to the very low temperatures recorded all over the country 
during the week ended on the 15th. For this week the deviation 
from |the normal at Aspatria in Cumberland was —7-‘la, that at 
Ventnor —6°3a. The highest of the daily maxima was only 289a 
(at Kye (Peterborough), Rhyl, and Colwyn Bay on the 25rd and at 
‘Torquay on the 22nd). The minimum recorded at Scaleby, near 
Carlisle, on the 16th was as low as 260a. 

Precipitation.—VThe month’s precipitation was largely made up 
of snow, sleet and hail, the monthly aggregates being due more to 
the frequency of the rain-days than to their individual wetness. 
At Bellingham (Northumberland) there were 27 rain-days; 
numerous other stations had 25 and 26. Falls of more than 
25 mm. in a day were not numerous, the heaviest being 37 mm. 
at Keswick on the 17th. In England North-East the total for the 
month was 14mm. above the normal, but in all other Districts 
there was a shortage, ranging from 35 mm. in the North-West to 
7 mm. in the Kast. 

Sunshine.—There was a deficiency of sunshine in all Districts, 
varying from 0:03 hr. per day in England South-West to 
0:54 hr. in the Midlands. The former was the most sunny 
(2:11 hrs. per day) of all the Districts and the latter the least 
sunny (1°25 hrs.). 


December. 

Winds from some point between South-West and North-West 
predominated, and asa result the general character of the month 
was dull, rainy, and mild, its mean temperature at many stations 
being about 2°5a above that of the preceding month. Gales and 
strong winds were frequent, and at some places rain fell on every 
day of the month. Snow fell on several days, but only in a few of 
the northern localities did it he on the ground to any considerable 
depth. Hail also was fairly frequent, and thunderstorms occurred 
on several dates. Fogs were comparatively rare, but one of 
considerable density formed over London during the early hours of 
the 17th. 

Temperature—The mean monthly temperature was above the 
normal in all Districts, the excess varying from 1:°3a in the 
“Midlands to 0: la in England North-East. During the week ended 
on the 27th the excess at Salisbury was as much as 2°9a and at 
Ross-on-Wye 2°8a. At the latter place December was the first 
month since August with a mean temperature in excess of the 
normal. The highest reading during the month was 287a at Eye 
(Peterborough) on the 3rd and at Exmouth on the 22nd and 28rd, 
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and the lowest was 266a, which occurred on the 26th at Bellingham 
in Northumberland, Chopwellwood and Ushaw in Durham, and 
also at Burnley. Beet iy 

Precipitation—In all Districts the month’s precipitation was 
above the normal, the excess ranging from 52 mm. in England 
South-West to 19 mm. in England North-East, the aggregate 1n 
the former District being 179 mm. and in the latter Vt cvs e 
England South-West there were 28 rainy days and in England 
Kast 27. 

Sunshine-—The mean daily amount of sunshine varied from 
1°49 hrs. per day in England South-West to 1:01 hrs. in England 
South-East, the departures from the normal ranging from 
4+. 0:07 hr. in the former District to — 0°42 hr. in the latter. The 
month’s total sunshine was only 1 hr. at Hull, 7 at Manchester, and 
11 at Burnley, compared with 59 at Penzance and Torquay and 61 
at Haverfordwest. 

THE QUARTER. 

The mean temperature of the quarter was below the normal in 
all Districts, the deficiency ranging from 1*5a in England North- 
East, Hast, and South-Hast to 1*la in the Midlands and in England 
South-West. ‘Che precipitation of the quarter was 50 mm. above 
the normal in England North-East and 18 mm. above in England 
East. In other Districts there was a deficiency which ranged trom 
39 mm. in England South-East to 2 mm. in the Midlands. ‘The 
mean daily amount of sunshine was above the normal in all 
Districts, the excess ranging from 0°95 hr. per day in England 
South-West to 0-1 hr. in England South-East.

) ENGLAND AND WALES. 

According to the quarterly returns furnished by local registrars, 
692,680 births and 504,254 deaths were registered in England and 
Wales in the year 1919. The natural increase of population, by 
excess of births over deaths, was, therefore, 188,426, the average 
annual increase in the preceding five years having been 222,440. 
his statement excludes all war deaths except those registered in 
this country. The number of persons married during the year was 
738,014. 

The marriage-rate in England and Wales during the year 1919 
was 19°7 per 1,900 of the estimated population in the middle of the 
year, the birth-rate 18°5 per 1,000, and the civilian death-rate 13°8 
per 1,000. Infant mortality was 89 per 1,000 registered births. ‘The 
marriage-rate was higher and infant mortality lower than in any 
other year on record. | 

A statement of the birth-rate and an analysis of the mortality 
during the year in England and Wales, London, and the groups of 
towns is given in Table XV. A new table (Table XVI.) has been 
inserted showing the birth-rate, death-rate, and infant mortality
